A certain 
chieftain, Bregon, built a tower in the 
Land of the Dead (Spain), and his son 
Ith, looking from the turret one fine even- 
ing in winter, saw the coast of Ireland in 
the distance. According to the Book -!

Soon afterwards Ith 
embarked with three. times thirty 
Warriors, ana reached the coast of Ire 
land, or tue Land of the Living; but he 
met no vne there until he reached 
Ailech, near Derry, where three kings of 
the Tuatha de Danaan were engaged i: 
settling the succession to the kingship. 
Ith offered to settle the dispute, but the 
kings mistrusted him, and ordered him 
to leave the country, although they has 
already resolved on his death. That deed 
was accomplished on one of the plains cf 
Leinster, which was afterwards given the 
name Mag-Itha, or Plain of Ith. His 
companions escaped to their ships, carry- 
ing the body oí their chief, and returned 
to the land from which they had come. 
Later, the sons of Mile, son of Ith, 
(Milesians) came back to Ireland and over. 
threw the Tuatha de Danaan. 


Solar ACyths.

often than the song of Donnelly and 
Cooper. In an irterview with a New York 
publisher of penny ballads, in the year 
1884, a newspaper man found that this 
particular song had sold for a greater 
length of time than any other ; the life o!

PIONEERS. 


In proposing Mr. R. A. Anderson as Presi 
dent of the society, the Chairman said that 
no member of the society had such experience 
of the co-operative movement in Ireland as 
Mr. Anderson, who had been associated with 
Sir Horace Plunkett since its inception. He 
gave great help to it in its early days, taking 
part in, the meetings held at cross-roads, 
in villages and in barns. They held fift 
meet.ngs before the first society was started. 
Gradually ‘the movement spread until it 
reached tts GAN state oí development, and 
he hoped that in happier times, with Mr. 
Anderson at its head it would develop stil! 
further and spread over the whole country. 
If the application of true co-operation was 
to be mainta.ned then thera was no man who 
could influence it more than Mr. Anderson. 
(Applause. ) 

Mr. Moloney, seconding, said that Mr. 
Anderson had the full confidence of the 
societies of the country. (Hear, hear.) 

Mr, Anderson, returning thanks’ (to the 
members for placing him in the highest 
position any man could occupy in the move- 
ment, said that he had wished that Father 
Finlay would have accepted the position; for 
there was no man better fitted for it. He

. “is that, with Father Finlay, I 
am one of the two survivors of the pioneers 
of the movement, and have had the privilege 
of working with .Sir Horace Plunkett until 
the day of his death.

Many members 
make it worth their while to remain loyal,

operatiye Agency Society, which appeared jn 
the report for the year 1930, the total trade 
turnover of the societies (excluding that of 
the credit societies and the Irish Agricul- 
tural Wholesale Society, Ltd.) amounted to 
£5,978,266 for 1931, as against £6,606,476 for 
1930. The difference in total turnover would 
be more,than accounted for by the decrease 
inthe index of commodity prices, so that in 
the general depression the co-operative move- 
ment had at least held its own. 

The Chairman, proposing the adoption of 
the report and accounts, said that they had 
been passing through a time of great stress, 
common, of course, to the whole world, and, 
though there. was some mitigation of its 
severity in this country, it had been felt 
deeply enough to make its impression on the 
work of their Society. 

During the year the efforts of their staff 
were centred, not so much on creating new 
societies ag on maintaining in existence—and, 
if — possible, in vigorous existence—the 
societies Which they already had organised, 
and the staff had given devoted service in 
that respect. The number of © societies 
remained yirtually the same, viz., 640, The 
area over which they could spread their 
organisation was limited, as suitable condi- 
tions for the organising of societies were not 
found everywhere in Ireland. — Therefore, 
they could not expect a great increase in the 
number societies; but, as the people 
became €¢ducated, these conditions would 
improve. .For the moment they could not 
risk the establishment of societies unless they 
found present the human material that gave 
promise of success. However, they could 
congratulate themselves on having done some- 
thing for the farming community in these 
very hard times. 


OUTSIDE CAPITAL. 


Mr. H. A. Anderson, seconding the adop- 
tion of the report, drew attention to the fact 
that the societies relied on outside sources 
for their capital to the extent of sixty-five 
per cent. of the total. That, he 
said, was absolutely wrong. If farmers 
who formed the societies were not sufficiently 
interested to give them support, they. conld 
not hope to make the societie successful. If, 
ou the other hand, the farmers supported the 
societies loyally, as they should do, and put 
into them all the money they could afford as 
an imvestment, they would be anchored to 
the societies virtually for al] time, and it 
would pay them to support the societies. 

If they had a number of weak societies. 
these were bound to weaken the whole. If 
the societies were not loyal to the Central 
Lody, it was not a proper co-operative move- 
ment. He appealed for a greater measure of 
loyalty to the Central body, because it: would 
pay in the long run. 

Referring to the example given by the 
English co-operative movement, he said that 
the “ochdale Society started in a small way 
fifty or’ sixty years ago. It had 1,200 
societies, a membership of six and a half 
millions, a share in loan capital of 142 
millions, and a trade.turnover of 200 millions, 
on which tt made a profit of 26 millions. It 
mi 187,000 persons and paid in salaries 
and wages £24,700,000. That was a record 
of which he thought the working men of 
England could be very proud. 

They in Ireland had no reason to be 
ashamed of what they had done, but they 
should try to do it a great deal better. They 
should. depend less on the assistance they 
got from the Government; for such assist- 
ance was given on conditions which were not 
always. ideal. They should try to keep the 
movement free from outside interference; 
for, so long as they took money from public 


funds, so long would they be under the | 


control of a body which gave them these 
funds, They did not desire to be controlled 
from outside; they wanted to manage their 
own affairs and business as they thought 
best and. wisest. (Hear, hear.) 

The report and statement of accounts were 
then adopted, and a vote of thanks to Dr.

The report, having referred to the various 
successes of the pupils, appealed to the 
“old boys” to form an association, as a 
means of furthering the interests of the 
college.

NE of the. most daring and alarming 
incidents in the whole history of the 
campaign of terrorism in Bengal occurred 
this morning, when raiders succeeded ta 
penetrating Fort William. 

They concentrated their attention on @ 
fleet of armoured cars, ripping off the 
magnetos,and wrecking the engines. 

To enter the fort the raiders not oig 
had to negotiate the moat surrounding the 
fort, but had also to elude the vigilance 
of the sentries. 

They appear to have discovered a 
secret passage unknown to thé authorities. 

The cars were so completely damaged 
that they will be difficult to repair, yet 
the whole operation was carried out with- 
out a sound being heard or any trace of 
the men being seen, 

A thorough investigation is being carried 
out. 

Questioninr of the sentries shows that 
the patrol was maintained: as usual, and 
that at no time was anything in the least 
suspicious seen or heard, 

The present Fort William was begun by 
Clive. It is situated slightly farther down 
the Hoogli River than the first fort, the 
capture of which led to the imprisonment 
of 146 persons in a guard room from which 
only 23 were taken out alive the next 
morning, and which has come down. in 
history as ‘‘ The Black Hole aí Caleutta.”’

Britain and Persia. 


Sir John Simon’s statement on the 
Anglo-Persian oil dispute, at Geneva 
yesterday, has cleared the issues in what 
promises to be a prolonged debate. The 
Persian and British cases now have been 
presented in unequivocal terms, and the 
ponderous machinery of the League must 
be left to digest them. In the meantime, 
however, certain conclusions emerge 
which, to a detached observer, scarcely 
can admit of doubt. The first complaint 
raised by the Persian. Government laid 
stress upon the declared failure of the 
Anglo-Persian Oil Company to remit an 


was alleged that when the debt in respect 
of this annuity had amount to 16,000 
tomas the company refused either to pay 
or to arbitrate.

Balkan Vendettas. 


On Tuesday a Communist Deputy, 
named Traykoff, was murdered in Sofia by 
unknown assailants. He was a violent 
person, of Macedonian origin, who had 
created many ‘‘scenes’’ in the Bulgarian 
Parliament. This murder seems to repre- 
sent a very swift breach of the truce—made 
on Sunday last—between the two Mace- 
donian factions which are the scourge of 
Bulgarian politics. The character and per- 
formances of these bodies—the Pro- 
togherovists and Mikhailovists — were 
described recently by. the Sofia. Correspon- 
dent of The Times. Their vendetta, which 
had seemed to be languishing, was revived 
suddenly some months ago; and since then 
the rival revolutionaries have mutdered 
one another with a frequency and callous- 
ness which have surpassed the worst 
records of the Chicago gangsters. At first 
the Mikhailovists had the better of it, and 
put some thirty of their enemies “ on the 
spot ’’ ; but during the last few weeks the 
Protogherovists have taken the offensive. 
Their recent victims have included a 
Deputy — who, however, survived, his 
fifteen wounds—and M. Simeon Evtimoff, 
editor of Makedonia, who was killed :n- 
stantly. The Mikhailovists tried to kidnap 
one of Evtimoff’s assassins, who lay 
wounded in hospital, and, when their 
attempt failed, they compelled a hospital 
nurse to kill him with three revolver shots. 
Then the Protogherovists made public 
proclamation of their purpose to ' answer 
terror with terror ” and to form “ attack 
groups ” in the towns; and the warning 
was taken seriously. For some weeks the 
Mikhailovist chiefs and their political 
friends have employed escorts of armed 
guards in the streets of Sofia; yet several 
of them have been murdered. The causes 
and ramifications of this bloody feud are. 
complicated and obscure. Some Mikhailo- 
vists say that the Serbs are paying their 
rivals, Others allege that Moscow is 
behind the Protoglierovists, and it is 
certain that Bulgarian Communists are in 
close contact with Macedonian groups. At 
any rate, the Bulgarian Government seems 
to be powerless to chetk this orgy of 
murder or even to prevent the wholesale 
import of arms on which it flourishes.

PARLIAMENT ENDORSES 
FOREIGN POLICY. 
From Revter’s Corresponpent. 
MOSCOW, Thursday. 


.A resolution honlait the Íoreign and 
internal policy of the U.S.S.R.. including 
the plan of national] economy for 1933, was 
unanimously adopted to-day bv the 
Council of the U.S.S.R., the Council of 
Nationalities, and by the Central Execu- 
tive Committee of the U.S.S.R. which is 
virtually the Soviet Parliament. 

The resolution was passed after the con- 
clusion ofthe discussion of the Govern- 
ment report on the national economy plan 
for 1933, which had been presented by M 
Molotov, President of the Council] of the

The Parliament opened its session in 
the Kremlin on Monday in the presence 
of M. Stalin and other Soviet leaders and 
members of the Diplomatic Corps.

Sir Ronald Lindsay, the British Am- 
bassador, ‘informed Mr.’ Stimson to-day 
that Great Britain would take up the same 
attitude as that which the United States 
had adopted with regard to the dispute 
between Peru and Colombia over the 
seizure of the Amazon port, Leticia. 

Sir Ronald stated that Great Britain 
would send @ note to the Peruvian Govern- 
ment through. the British. Minister in 
Lima, 

Peru notified Mr. Stimson yesterday that 
she would respect the Kellogg Pact and 
not break her peace with Colombia. The 
Secretary of State is known personally to 
favour the Brazilian formula for a settle- 
ment. 

Accotding to this, Brazil would occupy 
Leticia arid ‘restore it to Colombia. The 
disputed treaty would then be discussed 
between the two countries at a conference 
to beheld in Rio de Janeiro. 

Colombia has accepted this formula, but 
Peru “wants. Brazil to remain in Leticia 
until the Pernvians there have been per- 
suaded to abandon it. The present dispute 
arose when Peruvian Indians in September 
last seized Leticia, which had been ceded 
to Colombia by a treaty drawn up in 1922. 


INFLUENZA IN

370 FRESH CASES

A further 370 cases of influenza were 
notified in Belfast yesterday.

The Liberal Farty.

Sir Herbert 
Samuel is not anxious for the plunge, as 
he has undertaken to supp drt the National 
Government on all questions except that 
of tariffs, but he may be unable to with. 
stand the pressure. The situation has 
been brought to a head by the by-election 
in East Fife, where Mr. Ramsay Muir 
is supporting Mr. David Keir, the free 
trade Liberal candidate, and, as Mr. Muir 
is head of the National Liberal Federa- 
tion, it is obvious that the situation has 
become a delicate one. 


Rail and Road. 


Any attempt by the Government to 
carry into effect the recommendations of 
the Salter Commission—particularly thos 
involving greatly increased taxation on 
commercial motor vehicles—will be stern] 
opposed by the organisations controlling 
roa transport. Representations on this 
point will be made without delay to the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer. The 
organisations not only protest against 
further taxation, but declare that it wili 
not be just to deal with such an important 
matter without further inqniry by a 
properly appointed body with judicial! 
powers. Great sums of money are in- 
vested in road transport concerns, and 5t 
is pointed out that Icsses might become 
very heavy should vehicles be penalised 
with taxation six times as large as thit 
now imposed, On the other hand, holders 
of railway securities have already ex- 
perienced great depreciation in the value 
of their holdings, with a loss. of interest, 
and their claims must be considered if the 
railways are to be maintained. 


American Tobacco. 


Great Britain for many years has been 
one of the chief importers of leaf tobacco 
from the United States. but it is now 
likely that the egreerments reached at the 


i Ottawa Conference, which will give prefer- 


ence to Empire products; may have 4a 
adverse effect on the sale of such tobacco 
to this country. ' Some 40 per cent. of 
America’s leaf tobacco is sold abroad, and 
the United States tobacco industry is ol 
the opinion that this fact accentuates the 
necessity for ,the slawering of inter- 
national trade barriers. In the mean- 
wiile there has ben an enormous 
decline in the consumption of manu- 
factured cigarettes” in" the United 
States. The drop amounted fo ten 
millions in 1931, while during the first 
ten months of last year the decline showed 
a further 9.81 per cent. on the same 
period of the preceding year. An in- 
creasing use of cigarette’ papers, however, 
reveals that a great number of smokers 
have been compelled to make their own 
cigarettes. The decline is attributed to 
the heavy taxation on tobacco. The 
receipts.from this source in 1931 were 450 
million dollars—the second most im- 


| portant source of revenue, exceeded only 


by the income tax. 


A New Malady. 


Influenza is not decreasing, and another 
form of epidemic is appearing, as many 
people who have escaped influenza fin: 
themselves suffering from a bad throat ind 
unable to speak clearly. Officially the new 
outbreak is described as septic sore 
throat, but :t is scarcely that alone; :or 
it has some peculiar features, beginning 
with a tickling and soreness in the throat 
which gradually becomes more painful, and 
then quite suddenly the voice disappears. 
This stage usually lasts a couple of days 
and afterwards the threat soon recovers. 
The trouble is that the disease is in- 
fectious and has attacked whole familicx. 
Usually the indisposition is not sufficient}; 
bad to require the victim to take to bed, 
but the doctors insist upon great care. 
because of the possibility of tonsilitis.

Three thousand overcoats belonging to 
persons in dire need have been released from 
the State pawnshops in Budapest, and 
restored to their owners by order of the 
Budapest Chief Magistrate, The coats will 
carry a special mark, so’ that they cannot 
be pawned again until spring. 

The cold in Hungary is intense, and free 
lunches are being given daily to 67,000 per- 
sons in Budapest, 

Shipping is being held up in Holland by the 
severe frost, which has frozen the big rivers 
and the Ysel Lake, formerly the Zuiderzee. 
Shipping on the Rhine is expected to come 
to a complete standstill if the present weather 
conditions continue.

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“THE TRUMPET CALL O 
THE POPE.” 


LORD FFRENCH’S LECTURE. 


Lord ffrench yesterday delivered a lecture 
at the Dominican Convent, Dun Laoghaire, 
on ' The Trumpet Call of the Pope.’’ He 
began by explaining that the ‘‘Call’’ was 
the Pope’s recent appeal to the Catholics of 
the world for “ Catholic action.’’ Owing to 
widespread revolt from belief in revelation, 
the nations composing what used to be 
called Christendom had now, for the most 
part, Governments which were anti-Catholic. 
Some were persecuting the Church actively; 
all of them were hampering Christian educa- 
tion. Owing to the negation of morality and 
the adoption of economics founded on avarice, 
civilisation was trembling in the balance. In 


| this extremity the Pope had called on his 


children to assert and spread the knowledge 
of Catholic principles. 
The Irish people had a special responsi- 


| bility. They were a Catholic people, and 


pow, after centuries of persecution and sub- 
jection, they had it in their power to regulate 
their affairs, social and economic, on Catholic 
principles, and thus escape from disaster 
which seemed impending in many countries 
in the shape of Communism, or what Mr. 
Belloc had aptly described as “ the servile 
state.” In doing so Ireland would be an 
example to the rest of the world. It was 
necessary, therefore, for the Irish people to 
be on their guard against the infusion of 
ideas, the true nature of which they might 
not at first detect. 

The lecturer went on to explain that be- 
cause people were accustomed to such a 
system as industrial capitalism there were 
many well-to-do Catholics who had never 
read the Pope's Encyclicals. If the Pope's 
vigorous remarks were brought to their 
notice, as if they were from some other 
source, these Catholics would call them 
socialistic. Similarly, there were others. 
ho, having absorbed some of the poison of 
Socialist teaching mm regard to the possession 
of private property, would regard the Pope’s 
remarks in that respect as capitalist pro- 
paganda if they did not know that they 
vame from him, 

The lecturer maintained that belief in re- 
velation, which included belief in the Divine 
institution of the Catholic Church, produced, 
as a logical consequence, a sense of valnes 
which gave a sane outlook, and pointed the 
way to such peace and contentment as poor 
shattered human nature can attain in this 
world,

ACK PETERSEN, of Cardiff, retained his 
title of heavy-weight champion of Great 
Britain, when he knocked out the big 
ondoner, Jack Pettifer, in the twelfth round 
at Olympia, London, last night. 
Pettifer, however, surprised even his most 
ardent admirers by the fine opposition he put 
up to the young Welshman. In the early 
ee of the fight he quite held his own with 
etersen, but as the bout progressed the 
latter's speed began to tell, and about mid- 
way through he had the measure of Pettifer. 
The latter fought on gamely against a superior 
boxer, who was constant Giving him to 
the head, but he was a well-beaten man when 
the end came rather unexpectedly in the 
twelfth round, : 
The result was a triumph for Petersen, 
who was meeting aj man much bigger in 
every respect, and “has proved himself a 
worthy title-holder.’ 


ROUND ONE. 


Petersen scored with*a left to the body, 
and, following up two-handed, he punched 
Pettifer across the . and, with a left and 
right to the jaw. pát him down for a count 
of three. Pettifer got up, and landed on 
Petersen's face witha straight. left that 
jolted back the champion’s head. Petersen 
came in again, but Pettifer ducked from a 
vicious left swing and clouted the champion 
with a terriffic right to the head. Petersen, 
who was boxing with emazing vim, bore 
in again, to land flush on the jaw with a 
right. Pettifer stood up to the blow and 
retaliated with a left and right. Petersen 
was fighting obviously with the intention of 
making a quick finish, and his impetuosity 
nearly brought disaster when he missed badly 
and. rushed into a right that sent him stag- 
gering on to the ropes. It had been so far a 
terrific battle, and the round ended to a 
storm of applause.

Petersen caught his opponent nicely with a 
hard right above the heart. The Cardiff boxer 
was amazingly agile, and he flashed out his 
left frequently. At one time he scored with 
five lefts to the face in quick succession. 
The champion’s face was blood-covered from 
his injured nose, but the damage was not 


serious. 
: ROUND EIGHT. 

Still Pettifer was very strong and active, 
and he planted a right to the nose that must 
have hurt. Both missed narrowly with terrific 
swings, and from the clinch Petersen scored 
nicely twice in succession with straight lefts 
to the jaw. When Pettifer bore in the 
champion covered up well, but he took a 
couple of rights to the face that made him 
glad. to hang on. 

ROUND NINE. 

It had been a terrific fight, and Pettifer’s 
form had amazed those who had seen his swift 
defeat at the hands of Jack Doyle.

New South Wales began badly in their 
match with the M.C.C. here to-day, losing 
their first four wickets for 68 runs, but then 
came a stand of 101 for the fifth wicket, and, 
when bad light prevented further play, the 
score was 169 for 5. 

It was a triumphant day for Mitchell, the 
bespectacled Derbyshire spin bowler, who had 
a share in the dismissal of four of the five 
batsmen, clean bowling three, including Brad- 
man, and brilliantly catching a fourth. He 
got plenty of turn on the ball, and varied 
his pace and flight skilfully. In addition to 
his bowling, his fielding was outstanding, and 
he was also very popular with the crowd, with 
his genial smile anáis He took his first 
wicket for 8, the second for 10—these two in 
the same over—and the third for 12—a fine 
leat on his first appearance on the Sydney 
ground. His present figures are 3 for 32, in 
ten overs. Bowes has taken 2 for 48, 

BRADMAN DISAPPOINTS., 

Bradman was a disappointment. Fresh from 
his sparkling knock of 66 in the last Test, he 
was expected to reproduce this form on his 
own ground, especially as England's shock 
bowlers, Larwood, Voce and Allen, were not 
playing, but Mitchell caught him in two minds 
and bowled him for a single. Fingleton, who 
got a “ pair ” in the Adelaide Test, made only 
19, and will now almost certainly be dropped 
from the next Test team. It took him 71 
minutes te make his 19, which included no 
fewer than 15 singles. Kippax made only 3 

Then came the stand of 101 between Brown, 
a twenty-year-old player, whose many fine dis- 
plays im grade cricket have forced him into 
the State side, and Rowe, a left-hander, They 
took the score from 68 for 4 to 169 for 5 
before Brown, who made 69, was out. Brown 
played a patient and mainly defensive innings 
for nearly three hours, which accounts for his 
hitting only three boundaries. Rowe is still 


not out with 67, made in only 74 muutes, and 


including a five and four 4's. 

It was a public holiday—Australia Day— 
and the crowd was in a festive mood. Apart 
from some excusable barracking, when tea 
was taken, after rain had earlier caused 
a stoppage of nearly three-quarters of 
an hour, the spectators did not waver in their 
high good humour. Even when a bumper 
from Bowes hit 'Fingleton on the thigh and 
the batsman threw his bat rather ostenta- 
tiously to the ground, the spectators did not 
demonstrate. 

It was a sad fact, however, that the absence 
of Jardine and Larwood and the leg-theory 
tactics probably contributed to the crowd's 
good behaviour. In the absence of Jardine, 
who was resting, Wyatt captained the side. 

THE PLAY. 

The weather was very hot, and there were 
about 15,000 specatators present when Fingle- 
ton and Brown opened the New South Wales 
innings on a good wicket. Bowes and Tate 
provided the attack. Bowes did not exploit 
the leg-theory, being content to concentrate 
on the oJ]-stump in the hopes of tempting 
the batsmen to nibble. 

Fingleton began very cautiously. Brown 
also took his time, and runs came slowly at 
first. No liberties could be taken with the 
accurate bowling, and half-an-hour’s play pro- 
duced only 21 runs, chiefly singles. Wyatt, 
noticing that the wind had veered round, 
brought Mitchell on for Bowes, so that the 
latter could go on at the opposite end with 
the wind behind him. 

Brown scored well, but Fingleton took his 
time, and after Hammond had been given a 
short spell, Wyatt had two spin bowlers, 
Mitchell and Verity, in charge. The fifty was 
on the board in fifty-five minutes, but 8 
runs later Fingleton was out, clean-bowled by 
Mitchell. Fingleton was reluctant to leave 
the crease, thinking that the ball had re- 
bounded from Duckworth’s pads, but his 
appeal to the umpire was negatived. It was 
at that the ball took his leg bail. Fingle- 
ton was at the wicket 1 hour 12 minutes for 
his 19 runs, which included 15 singles. 

MITCHELL’S FEAT. | 

Bradman was next in, but whatever hopes 
the crowd had of seeing a lot of runs come 
from his bat were quickly dashed. He had 
only scored a single when he jum out 
to drive one of Mitchell’s,tempting deliveries. 
Bradman was caught in two minds and 
making his defensive shot too late was cleaned 
bowled. This was at 60, Mitchell having 
taken two wickets in one over for 10 runs. 

Alan Kippax, the State captain, was next 
in.” He did not stay long, however, for 


got him with one of his “ bumpers.’” Kippax 
made an awkward downward stroke, and 
Mitchell at silly leg dived sideways to take 
a fine catch. Lunch was taken at the fal! 
of this wicket, tha score being 67 for 3. 
Brown was not out 36. 

Mitchell,- who had had a hand in the 
dismissal of the first three batamen, was soon 
in the picture again after lunch. The fourth 
ball of his first over turned sharply and beat 
Cummins all ends up for a *‘ duck.’’ Thus 
4 wickets had fallen for 10 runs, the score 
being 68 for 4. Mitchell had taken three of 
them at a cost of only 12 runs, The Derby- 
shire bowler fighting for a place in the Test 
team made a heartening début on the Sydney 
ground, He made the ball turn most discon. 
certingly and varied his pace and flight very 
cleverly, 

ROWE’S QUICK START. 

The weather was threateming and thunder 
clouds were gathering when Kowe, a 
promising left hander, partnered Brown. 
Rowe quickly got going with some powerful 
drives and the score was taken along at a 
good rate. Mitchell, after bowling eight 
overs (one maiden) for 21 runs and ó wickets 
gave way to Tate, but this change had no 
effect on the batsmen. The 100 was on the 
board in 1 hour 52 minutes. Soon afterwards 
Tate, who bowled a good length, but lacked 
sting, had the bad luck to see Verity at third 
slip miss Rowe off his bowling when he had 
scored 36. 

Brovn was given his first chance when he 
came on for Bowes at 119. The Australian 
Brown, however, drove a delivery from his 
namesake to the cover boundary, and com- 
pleted his 50 after two hours and five minutes. 
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It was Rowe who did most of the scoring, 
however, and when the partnership 50 was 
reached .in only thirty-six ‘minutes he had 
scored 40 of them, making some crisp strokes 
all round the wicket. Rowe scored ata ¢g 

» and his 50 was on the board after he had 

batting forty-six minutes. His best 
strokes at this point were three boundaries. 
A TEST “ POSSIBLE.’ 

Brown, whose stance bears some resem- 
blance to that of Jardine’s, played like a 
veteran. Although not doing much in the 
way of scoring, he displayed a fine repertoire 
of strokes, and the easy manner in which 
he played all the bowling has caused some 
critics to hail him as a Test “ possible.” 

Wyatt made one or two quick changes, but 
the 150 was sent up in the fine time of two 
hours and twenty-seven minutes—over a run a 
minute. Rain stopped play at 160, when the 
partnership had put on 92 runs in sixty-three 
minutes, Rowe at that point having scored 63 
to Brown s 64. Play was resumed after a delay 
of over half an hour, but after nine runs had 
been added in six minutes, and, incidentally. 
carried the partnership to 100 in seventy 
minutes, the players retired for tea. Follow- 
ing so quickly upon the long interval it was 
not surprising that the crowd disapproved of 
another break. 

Rain again began to fall as the M.C.C. 
players went on to the field after tea. Thev 
stampeded back to the pavilion, and with a 
resumptiow unlikely thousands of spectators 
made their way home, A short resumption 
was possible just after five o'clock, however, 
and it ES lucky for the Englishmen. The 
fourth ball sent down by Bowes got up, and 
Brown steered it into Ames’s hands at second 
slip. This was at 169 without addition to the 
tea score. Brown, who played patient cricket 
after a bright opening, batted nearly three 
hours for his 69 runs, which included three 
boundaries. 

The light was very poor when Love went i: 
He played only one ball from Bowes, and then 
appealed successfullv against the light. After 
Waiting abont for forty minutes in the hope 
of the light improving it was decided to draw 
Stumps for the day at 5.27 pm. Rowe has 
been hatting one hour and 12 minutes for his 
67, which includes a 5 and four 4’s.
